Gentlemen 
who are familiar with 


the country lying to the northeast 
of 


this city report 
that a good wagon 


road 
may 
be 
constructed 
between 


Loa Angeles and the Panamint 
mines 


at a comparatively triflingcost. They 
have been 
over the 
ground and are 


confident 
a direct road from here to 


the new £1 Dorado may be builtwhich 
willshorten the time now occupied by 
teams in making the trip at least four 
days and save the expense of shipping 
to Spadra 
by rail. 
The desert to be 


crossed 
is about 
seventy 
miles 
in 


width, and 
hitherto it has been sup- 


posed that the entire stretch 
must be 


made without water, or only that car- 
ried with 
the teams. 
This 
is now 


found to be a mistake. 
According to 


report a good spring of water has been 
found on the edge of this desert, a lake 
or well is known to exist fifteen miles 
out on the desert; a low place, where 
water may be had

and just on the eastern 
edge there is 


another spring. 
These discoveries
